ALFALFA 


It ia generally agreed that tho cor. 
r^bt t me to cut alfalfa ia when the 
nc# shoots appear from the crown 
and before these young shoots show 
sufficient growth to be cut by the 
mower. 

If th 3 basal shoots arc allowed to 
show considerable growth before 
cutting tho second crop tonnage will 
be reduced materially. 

Experimental data show that the 
protein content of alfalfa decreases 
considerably as the plants reach 100 
per cent bh>om or full maturity. The
